Way down 
deep in the matter there is a reason that, per- 
haps, the world in general does not know. And 
haps there is more than one. 
ut let us see. 
¢ Mr. Lamar is confirmed, bis contirmation 


will at once create a vacancy in 
the cabinet. Strictly speaking, in a case 
like Mr. Lamar’s, where a_ cabinet 


officer is elevated to a higher position, his 
office as minister is not vacant until he is con- 


firmed on the nomination of the other office. ¢ 


This held to be Mr. Lamar’s case. Now the 
republicans hope to keep off the confirming 
Mr. Lamar and thas force first then confirma- 
tion of Mr. Vilas and Mr. Dickinson. Once 
Mr. Vilas is installed in the position of secre- 
tary of the interior, Mr. Lamar cannot return 
to It.

CZAR SIDES WITH THE WAR PARTY 


The Crown Prince of Germany Refuses to | 


Resign the Royal Succession—The 
Probabilities Glanced at. 


New Yorx, December 25.—The copyrighted 


dispatch received by the New York-associated 


press from Berlin] says that war early in the : 
Spring is averted. Official anticipation will 
be deceived and military expectation disap- 


pointed. 

Within the past few days it has become the 
settled conviction of the diplomatic circles 
that the czar’s pacific tendencies have been 


overborne by the pan-slavish faction, and that 


he is now under control of the war party, the 
leaders of which are likely to precipitate war 
by some act of provocation committed without 
the czar’s fullassent. The return of General 
Von Schweinitz, German ambassador. to St. 
Petersburg, to Berlin, was hoped to be signal- 
ized by a decisive turn of the tide ce- 
ward. The conference between General Von 
Schweinitz and M. DeGiers, Russian prime 
minister,on Thursday last, had a contrary 
result. Whatever passed during the interview 
has deepened the distrust in 
creased the irritation of the Austrian govern- - 
ment toward 
DeGiers appears to have abandoned his policy 
of peace pressure upon the czar, and to have 


thrown his influence on the side of the mili-~ 


tary party. He is reported as telling General 
Von Schweinitz that the czar is sincerely desit- 
ous of peace, but is unable to tolerate longer 
Austrian duplicity in thwarting Russia’s en-

A notable 
feature of the articles in Novoe Vremya, No- 
vosti and other Russian papers is that war 
with Austria would not necessarily involve 
Germany. An inspired article in the Grash- 
danian states that the Russian government 
has obtained knowledge that the terms of the 
treaty of alljance leave Germany free not to 
interfere unless Austria is threatened with 
collapse which would involve territorial losses. 
This is contrary to the official press of Vienna 
and Pesth, which treats the war question as 
a common matter between Austria and Ger- 
many.

Rey. T. De Witt Talmage, D.D., took as the 
Subject of his sermon, ‘The Barn and Its Sur- 
roundings.”” His text was taken from Luke 
ii. 15: “The shepherds said one to another, 
let us now go éven unto Bethlehem, and see 
this thing which is come to pass.”” Dr. Tal- 
mage said: 


One thousand years of the world’s existence 
tolled painfully and wearily along, and no 
Christ. Two thousand years, and no Christ. 
Three thousand years, and no Christ. Four 
thousand years, and no Christ. “Give us a 
Christ,” had cried Assyrian and Persian and 
Chaldean and Egyptian civilizations, but the 
lips of the earth and the lips of the sky made 
no. auswer. The world had already been 
affluent of genius. Among poets had appeared 
Homer and Thespis pi Aristophanes and 
Sophocles and Euripides and Alexis Eschy- 
lus, yet no Christ to be the most poetic figure 
of the centuries. Among historians had ap- 
peared Herodotus and Xenophon and Thu- 
cydides, but no Christ from whom all history 
was to date backward and forward—B.C. and 
A.D. Among conquerors Camillus and. Man- 
liusand Regulus and Xantippus and Hannibal 
and Scipio and Pompey and Cesar, yet no 
Christ who was to be conqueror of earth and 
heaven. 

But the slow century and the slow year 
and the slow month and the slow hour at last 
arrived, The.world had had matins or con- 
certs in the morning, and vespers or concerts 
in the evening, but now it is to have a concert 
at midnight. The black window shutters of a 
Decémber night were thrown open, and some 
of the best singers of a world where they all 
sing stood there, and putting back the drapery 
of cloud chanted a peace anthem, until all the 
echoes of hillahd valley applauded and en- 
cored the hallelujah chorus. 

At last the world has a Christ and just the 
Christ it needs. Come, let us go into that 
Christmas scene,-as though we had never be- 
fore worshipped at the manger. Here is a 
Madonna worth looking at. I wonder not that 
the most frequent name in all lands and in all 
Christian centuries is Mary. And there are 
Marys in palaces and Marys in cabins, and 
though German and French and Italian and 
English pronounce it differently, they are all 
namesakes of. the one whom we tind ina bed 
of straw with her pale face against the soft 
cheek of Christin the night of the nativity. 
All the great. painters have tried on canvas 
to present Mary and her child and the 
incidents of that most famous night 
of the world’s history. Raphael in three 
different masterpieces, celebrated them. Tin- 
toret and Guirlandjo surpassed themselves in 
the Adoration of the Magi. Corregio needed 
to do nothing more than his Madonna to be- 
come immortal, The Madonna of the Lily, 
by Leonardo da Vinci, will kindle the admira- 
tion of all ages. Murillo never won greater 
triumph by his pencil than in his presentation 
of the Holy Family. But alli the galleries of 
Dresden are forgotten when I think of the 
sinall room of that gallery containing the Sis-

we were infants and that we hope to have un- 
der our heads when we die. 

Behold, in the first place, that on the first 
night of Christ’s life God honored the brute 
creation. You cannot get into that Bethle- 
hem barn without going past the camels, the 
mules, the dogs, the oxen. The brutes of that 
stable heard. the first cry of the infant Lord. 
Some of the old painters represent the oxen 
and camels kneeling that night before the new 
born babe. And well might they kmeel. 
Have you ever thought that Christ came 
among other things to alleviate the sufferings 
of the brute creation? Was it not appro- 
priate that He should during the first 
few days and nights of His life 
on earth be surrounded by the dumb beasts 
whose moan and plaint and bellowing have for 
ages been a prayer to God for. the arresting of 
their tortures and the righting of their wrongs? 
{t did not merely “happen so” that the unin- 
telligent creatures of God should have been 
that night in close neighborhood. Nota ken- 
nel in all the centuries, not a bird’s nest, not 
a wornout horse on towpath, not a herd freez- 
ing dn the poorly-built cowpen, nota freight 
car in summer time. bringing the beeves to 
market without water through a thousand 
miles of agony, nota surgeon’s room. witness- 
ing the struggles of a rabbit or pigeon or dog 
in the horrors of vivisection but has an. inter- 
est in the fact that Christ was born in a stable 
surrounded by brutes. He remembers that 
night, and the prayer he heard in their pitiful 
moan He will answerin the punishment of 
those who maltreated the dumb brutes. They 
surely haye as much right in this world as we 
have. 

In the first chapter of Genesis you may see 
that they were placed on the earth before man 
was, the fish and fowl created the fifth day, 
and the quadruped the. morning of the sixth 
day, and man not until the afterneon of that 
day.

BATTLE WITH A SEA MONSTER 


A Finback Whale Kills Three of the Crew on 
a Whaling Steamer. 
From the Boston Globe, 
The whaling steamer ‘‘Lizzie N.,” Captain 
West, which has been engaged in the fin 
whale away? | on the eastern coast this season, 
on October 6, when about fifteen miles east- 
south-east from Sequin island, off the coast of 
Maine, saw a large lone whale of that species 
and attempted its capture. A boat was lower- 
ed and manned with Captain West, his mate 
and four seamen. Captain West, with a 
large heavy whaling gun in which was an ex- 
—* bomb lance, took the breach of) the 
t, while the matesteered. Upon ap roach- 
ing the whale it was seen that he wou y be an 
ugly customer to deal with, as he showed to 
inclination to rut, but kept slowly milling 
around, evidently 


WAITING TO BE ATTACKED, . 
When the boat was near enough to warrant 
a shot, Captain West fired the gun, but as the 
sea was rough the motion of the boat destroyed 
the accuracy of the aim. The whale was bad- 
ly wounded, but not in any vital part. The 
whale then made for the boat, and in passing 
under it struck it with his flukes, throwing it 
some thirty feet into the aly with its crew 
throwin +t descended 


the men out. Asthe 
the whale again struck it with his tail and 
completely demoralized the boat, killing one 
of the crew, Jacob Klock, cutting him com- 
pletely intwo. The whale then commenced 
to bite and strike with his tail at the pieces of 
the boat, killing two more men, Neil Olsen 
and Chris Johnson, who were supporting 
themselves on — of the wreck. 

While the whale was enaged in destroying 
the boat, Captain West, the mate and one 
fortunately secured an oar apiece and swam 
away from the place. On board the steamer 
the mishap was seen. 

ANOTHER BOAT WAS LOWERED 

and the three men picked up and taken on 
board much exhausted. othing daunted, 
Captain West resolved upon capturing the 
fish. Everything was gotin readiness; two 
guns were loaded, each with the explosive 
lance, Captain West taking one and his mate 
the other, and taking their positions in the 
bow of the steamer, word was given to go 
ahead. The whale in the meantime was lying 
stillamong the debris of the wrecked boat, 
occasionally throwing his flukes into the air. 
As the ship neared the monster, he left the 
wrecked boat and made for the steamer, with 
the evident intention of striking her on the 
port bow. By a quick turn of the rudder the 
steamer cleared him by afew feet, but with 
no chance for a shot.

by a few feet. When the whale struck the 
water it made such a heavy swell that the 
men were unable to stand on the deck. 

Seeing that it was impossible to get a shot at 
the monsser without great risk to the steamer 
and crew, another plan was resorted to. A 
large, strong water cask, holding about 250 
allons, was emptied of its contents and then 
unged tightly. The steamer was once more 
headed for the fighter, and as she approached 
him he again came to the attack. Tire cask 
was thrown overboard to attract his attention 
and the vessel retreated toasafe distance. 
The whale instantly went for the cask, throw- 
ing it high in the air with his flukes, but such 
was its strength and buoyancy no damage was 
done to it. After severul futile attempts to 
smash the cask with his flukes, he commenced 
to swim slowly around it, occasionally striking 
it with his head and‘attempting to bite it, evi- 
dently forgetful of the ship, which was 
WATCHING HIS EVERY MOVEMENT 
closely. 

This was Captain West’s chance, and silent- 
ly but swiftly the little steamer glided up be- 
hind him at a short distance from his tail, and 
before he was aware of its approach he received 
the cQ rtents of both the whale guns, the bomb
